Though I do think as the season goes on, Haruka's use starts 
to dwindle. Luckily by then Harley's shown up so we're all good. As for Takeshi, well, let's be real... 
He was never even a player in this Pawnchessmon(black) game. I think AG gets lost in the mix of 
discourse for two reasons... 1) No subtitles (I think there are some horrendous Al ones at the 
moment (?) and 2) The fanbase for the height of Pokemania loved the OS, and this is not the OS 


and the revival really kicked up moreso with DP, so AG ends up in no-one's land. Give ita chance, I 
think you'll enjoy it. 


Also we can safely and finally agree that Birch is the hottest Professor. 


This is not an attack on the OS or DP, please don't take it as such. Pokémon anime is Pokémon 
anime and it's all more or less cut from the same cloth. I just think AG managed to fine-tune what 
had come before before DP started taking a different direction, and as a fan of the “Pokémon of the 
day” episodes the most, that appeals to me. 


Hoenn has been romanised as Houen here... Just because it's a purer translation. The double “n” 
doesn't really exist in the Japanese name and seems to be more for style. No biggie.

person) & 0 # [Japanese] and possibly “kerotto” (acting as if nothing is happening) (J 4 o &

From “yaruki” *% 25 (motivation) [Japanese], compare with “namakemono” (sloth) #4 or 


(lazy person) & [Japanese] , where “namakemono” is quite literally “lazy person” to make a 
new word for “motivated person. 


289. Slaking // Kekking 
From “kekkin” RË) (work absence) [Japanese] and “King Kong” [English]. 


290. Nincada // Tsuchinin 
From *tsuchi” + (earth) [Japanese] and “ninja” #17 [Japanese]. 


291. Ninjask // Tekkanin 
From *tekka” Øk Å (gunfire, violent temper) [Japanese], “ninja” 2477 [Japanese] and “tekkamen” 
$k (IH (Japanese name for the Man in the Iron Mask).

From nukegara 4K (7 7X (exuvia) [Japanese], “ninja” 4474 [Japanese] and “nukenin” UQ 
(runaway ninja) [Japanese]. 


293. Whismur // Gonyonyo

From “gonyogonyo” Tč 4 TZ & (whisper, murmur) [English]. 


294. Loudred // Dogomb 
From “dogou” #5 (angry roar) [Japanese] and “bomb” [English]. 


295. Exploud // Bakuong 
From *bakuon” (explosion) Ù [Japanese] and “ongaku” 7738 (music) [Japanese] and possibly 
“king” [English]. 


296. Makushita // Makunoshita 
From “makushita” # F which refers to the third highest division of sumo wrestlers. The “no” in 
the middle makes it sound like a sumo wrestler name. 


297. Hariyama // Hariteyama 


From “harite” 5 9 F which refers to a sumo move where one slaps the opponent with open hands, 
the “yama” (usually meaning mountain), makes it sound like a sumo wrestler name. 


298. Azurill // Ruriri 

Derived from their evolutions Marill (Mariru) and Azumarill (Mariruri). From “mari” (ball) 
[Japanese], 4 “marui” LU (round) [Japanese], “marine blue” ¥ Y 77 — [English] and 
“ruri” $4#H#4 (lapis lazuli), found in the name of several blue animals. 


299. Nosepass // Nosepass 


From “nose” /—Z and North / — Å which is written very similarly to nose in Japanese), and 
compass [English]. 


300. Skitty // Eneko 
From “ieneko” 44 (house cat) [Japanese] and *enokorogusa” 41] ÆR: (green foxtail grass) 
[Japanese]. 


301. Delcatty // Enekororo 

From “ieneko” 1 I 4 I (house cat) [Japanese], “enokorogusa” žij Æ (green foxtail grass) and 
possibly *nekorogaru” 44% 5 (to lie down) [Japanese] and *Gorogoronyan” (Rumbling Meow 
—a children's book by Shinta Cou about cats in an aeroplane), “kokoro” :L> (heart) and “colocolo”, 


a name for the Pampas cat [English] which may be the evolution of the grass + cat theme from 
Eneko. 


302. Sableye // Yamirami 
From “yabunirami” (squint) $ PUZ Ò A [Japanese] “yami” (darkness) [få [Japanese], and 
“nirami” Hii (glare) [Japanese]. 


303. Mawile // Kucheat 

From “kuchi” O (mouth) [Japanese], in particular “futakuchionna” — H % (two-mouthed woman, 
a monster with a woman's form and a second mouth under her hair), “cheat” [English] and “eat” 
[English]. 


304. Aron // Kokodora 
From “komodo dragon” [English] and “ko” (small) /ħ or F (child), may also involve “kodai” 74 
fX. (ancient) [Japanese]. 


305. Lairon // Kodora 
From “komodo dragon” [English], may also involve “kodai” THX (ancient) [Japanese]. 


306. Aggron // Bossgodora 
From “boss” [English], “komodo dragon” [English] and possible Godzilla. 


307. Meditite // Asanan 
From “asana”, a seated yoga meditation pose [Sanskrit], and possibly “nan” # (flexible) 
[Japanese]. 


308. Medicham // Charem 
From “charm” [English] and “harem pants” [English]. 


309. Electrike // Rakurai 


From “rakurai” 7454 (lightning strike) [Japanese], and possibly “lion”, “paralyse” and “live” 


[English]. 
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310. Manectric // Raivolt 


From “rai” 7 (lightning) and “volt”, “bolt”, “lion”, “paralyse” and “live” [English]. 


311. Plusle // Plusle 
From “plus” and “pulse” [English] 


312. Minun // Minun 
From “minus” and possibly “n” for negative [English].

From “rose” and perhaps “roselle”, the -ia ending may indicate femininity [English], also found on 
the end of many other flower names like Lobelia and Dahlia.

*toxin” English. 


317. Swalot // Marugnome 
From *marunomi” AT (swallow whole) [Japanese], “nomikomu” RAAE (swallow) 
[Japanese] and “gnome” [English]. 


318. Carvanha // Kibanha 
From “kiba” F (fang) [Japanese] and “piranha” [English].

May also involve “rider” [English].

[Japanese].

From “whale” [English], *hoeru” " 2 4 (to bellow) [Japanese] and “ou” F (ruler) [Japanese].

(-air) sometimes appears on the scientific names of plants.

From “nocturnal” and “cactus” [English]. 


333. Swablu // Tyltto 

From Tyltyl and Mytyl, characters from the play The Blue Bird (in reference to the Bluebird of 
Happiness) and “cotton”. In Northern Ryukyuuan languages “chiru” (tyl) also means “crane”, and 
Epsilon Draconis in the constellation Draco is also sometimes called “Tyl”. 


334. Altaria // Tyltalis

From “namazu” fi (catfish, and also an archaic word for earthquake) [Japanese], and “zunzun” å 
YRY (a heavy booming noise), “Namazu” and Onamazu specifically can refer to a giant 
underground catfish said to cause earthquakes.

From “ebigani” if %& (crayfish), “amerikazarigani” 7 2 Y 7 Hilt (red swamp crayfish, 
literally American crayfish) [Japanese], and “bei” X meaning “America” [Japanese], and “hey” an 


exclamation, as well as “heikeigani” (a crab species), and “ouhei” (insolent) #44 [Japanese], “hei” 
F (rank and file soldier) and “heigai” ¥% (bad effect). 


342. Crawdaunt // Scizariga 


From “scissors” [English], *zarigani” Hilt (crayfish), “amerikazarigani” 7 x Y 7 Wiii (red 
swamp crayfish, literally American crayfish) [Japanese], and "tenaga-ebi”, long-armed shrimp from 


Ryuukyuu. 
343. Baltoy // Yajiron 
From “yajirobee” PU DN 2 (balancing doll) [Japanese]. 


344. Claydol // Nendoll 
From *nendo” it (clay) [Japanese], and “nendou” 29) (telekinesis) [Japanese], and “doll” 
[English]. 


345. Lileep // Lilyla 
From “sea lily” [English] and “lila” (lilac) [French]. 


346. Cradily // Yuradle 
From “umiyura” 7114 (sea lily) [Japanese], “yurikago” #%  #£(cradle) [Japanese] and “cradle” 
[English] and possibly “crinoid” [English]. 


347. Anorith // Anops 
From “anomalocaris” and “triops” [English]. 


348. Armaldo // Armaldo 
From “anomalocaris” [English], *armado” (armored) [Spanish] and shield [English]. 


349. Feebas // Hinbass 
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From “hin” Å (deficient, poor) [Japanese] and “bass” [English]. 


350. Milotic // Milokalos 

From Venus de Milo and “kallos” KéAAoc (beautiful) [Greek], likely the same root word from 
Kalos, Generation VI region. Maybe also involve Charis, a goddness of charm and beauty in Greek 
mythology, and *miroku” 754) (Maitreya) [Japanese], a bodhisattva who is regarded as the future 
Buddha of this world, the name Sanskirt derives from a word meaning “friendship”. 


351. Castform // Powalen 

From “le pois” (the pea, the polka-dot) [Japanese], rendered in Japanese as “ru powa”. In Japanese, 
the word for “polka dot” “mizutama” can be used for “rain drop”. Also “power” [English], 
“powaan” + 7 — XY (sound of droplets, or sound of a sudden transformation) [Japanese] and 
“kawaru” 284 4 (to change) [Japanese], and powapowa”lF' DIFD (fluffy) [Japanese]. 


352. Kecleon // Kakuleon 
From “kakureru” få 4 (to hide) [Japanese] and “chameleon” [English] 


353. Shuppet // Kagebouzu 
From “kageboushi” #274:Hil (silhouette, shadow figure) and “teruterubouzu” T 4 T 2 W ¥, a 
paper doll used to pray for good weather shaped like a priest. 


354. Banette // Juppetta 


From “ju” Mi (curse) “jubaku” "4 (binding curse) [Japanese], “puppet” [English], “marionetta” 
(puppet) [Italian] and Geppetto, the puppet-maker in the story of Pinocchio. 


355. Duskull // Yomawaru 

From “yo” ti (world) and *yo/yoru” % (night) [Japanese], along with *yomawari” (night watch) 
[Japanese], “waru” X (bad) [Japanese], *youma” KJ (ghost) [Japanese] and “yamawaro” Il i 
(one-eyed mountain spirit) [Japanese]. 


356. Dusclops // Samayouru 
From “samayou” 7484 5 (to wander) [Japanese], “yo” tH (world) and *yo/yoru” % (night) 
[Japanese]. 


357. Tropius // Tropius 
From “tropical” and “tropism” [English] and possibly a herbivore dinosaur such as Brachiosaurus 
[English].

360. Wyanut // Sounano 
From “sou na no?” % 370 (is that so?) [Japanese]. Forms an endless conversation with 
evolution sounansu (that's the way it is). 


361. Snorunt // Yukiwarashi 

From “yuki” % (snow) [Japanese], in particular *yukidouji” 527 (literally snow-child), a snow 
spirit in Kenji Miyazawa's “On the Fourth Day of the Narcissus Month” picture book [Japanese] 
and “warashi” # (old term for child) [Japanese], in particular *zashiki-warashi” MARE (a 
protective household deity with the appearance of achild with bobbed hair) [Japanese]. 


362. Glalie // Onigoori 
From “oni” % (demon, child's game equivalent to tag where the oni is *it”), and *koori/goori” © 6

From “kai” (sea) and “kaitei” 4) (seafloor) [Japanese], “ou” I (king), in particular “kaiou” 
REE. (sea king) [Japanese] and “orca” [English] and possibly “ogre”. 


383. Groudon // Groudon 
From “ground” and “don” [English], as well as “dondon” F % F y (heavy footsteps) [Japanese] 
and possibly “craton”. 


384. Rayquaza // Rayquaza 

From “rekkuu” RE (split sky, sky-rendering) [Japanese], and *retsu” #/(extreme, violet which is 
found in compound words as “re” followed by doubling the next consonant) [Japanese], “kuu” © 
(sky, heavens) and “za” JME (seat, position), in particular “ouza” EFE (throne) [Japanese]. Could be 
thought of in Japanese as “at the seat of the rendered sky”. May also involve “raqia” (firmament) 
[Hebrew] and quasar [English] or ray and radiation [English]. 


385. Jirachi // Zhelachi and 
From “zhelat” xenars (wish) [Russian] and “sachi” 34 (happiness / good fortune) [Japanese]. 


386. Deoxys // Deoxys 
From deoxyribonucleic acid [English]. Note the original three forms of Deoxys Defence Normal 
Attack.
